Mistresses should 
realise that their servants are- human 
beings, not Just machines.

George. Pudbury wis. charged in 
Sannich Police’ Court to-day with 
wilfully damaging the property of 
Mrs.. Alfred Noggins of West Sapnich 
Road, Witnesses testified’ that Pud-| 
bury had: walked into "Mre, Noggins’ 
chicken pen Inst Tuesday night, killed 
seven of her. Rhode Island roosters 
and taken them home with him, af- 
ter setting fre to the hen house. 

Pudbury explaincd to Mngistrate 
Hall that he had been forced to this 
netion purely .in self defence. He 
sild he had happened to be in Mrs. 
Nogstins’ chicken ‘pen nt midnight 
|. Tuesday, while out strolling In the 
moonlight, and had been viciously 
nttacked by a Rhode Island Red roos- 
ter. In order to defend himself it 
had been necessary not only to Kill 
the rooster, but six others as an ex- 
ample, and to burn the hen house so 
that there would be no recurrence of 
the assault upon his person. 

CO-OPERATION 

“Ah I'm trying to do, Yer Honour,’ 
Pudbury sald to the magistrate, “is 
to be nelghbourly with Mrs, Noggins 
and to co-operate with ber, For 
years I've bin  tryln’ to co- ropernte 
with her, Yer Honour, but she won't 
co-operate, 1 thought. would just 
teach her:a lesson in co-operation. 
That there is the only reason -I kdited 
the roosters and burned down the 
hen. house, It wag just goad old 
fashioned nelghbourliness, what I 
mean,” 7 

Pudbury complained vigorously 
agininst the ‘treatment accorded him 
by Mrs. Noggins. He. sald that he 
had been viciously attacked by her 
in a premeditated fashion after he 
had Jcilled the roosters and burned 
the hen house. He said Mrs. Noggins 
had come out of her house In her 
night clothes and called him. bad 
names—"such names, Yer Honour, as 
I would not disgrace this court with 
repeatin’ of ‘cm here’—and had 
further assaulted him with her_ fists 
in a most brutal fashion, Purely In 
self-defence, he «said, he had been 
forced to knock Mrs, Noggins down 
and tramp on her. “I just tramped | 
on her o little,” he suid, “not much, 
- you understand, but just enough so 
as to defend. myself,” It was for-' 
tunute, he said; that he happened to 
-be wearlng hob- 


tlme. 
FOR HER OWN GOOD . 

Pudbury said he had found it 
necessary, In order {(o protect his in- 
terests, to take complete control of 
the Noggtns' chicken pen and had 
put his sop, Jim, in charge of it. He 
wanted it understood, however, that 
‘Jim, while operating the chicken 
farm, was doing it only for the Nog- 


gins’ awn good. “Jim 1s Indepen-} 


dent, what I mean to say,” Pudbury 
testined. "I have no control of him. 
-He_just_gives_me_all the eggs, that's 
all, It’s a nelghbourly arrangement, 
as you might say.” 

Mogistrate Hall said Pudbury de- 
served heavy puntshment. He lec- 
tured the accused severely and said 


that next tlme he burned Mrs, Nog-|. 


gins' hen house he ‘should give her 
a.day’s warning, so that she could 
leave her house and avold the danger 
of being burned also, 

Meanwhile the ‘Saunich Council 
met” in special session. to consider 
Pudbury’s outrage. Councillor Wrig- 
Riedown proposed that, the municl- 
pality refuse to buy ‘any more of 
Pudbury's barnyard fertlilzer for the 
rose gtardens at the Royal Oak Muni- 
cipal Hall, but the council refused to 
take such a drastic siep. It was ex- 
plained that Mr. Pudbury might re- 
fuse, in retaliation, to pay hig taxes 
or even to patronize the .varlous 
stores, garages and other business 
enterprises owned by members of the 
council, ° 

REEVE’S LAMENT: 


The Reeve said Pudbury had struck 
him violently. in the jaw, a few’ days 
xo, but az. he. had made a complete 
apology explatning that he had never 
intended to hit the Reeve-in the Jaw 
but only In the stomach, it wag felt 
that the Incident might well be over- 
looked. Councillor Wriggiedown 
salct Pudbury had chopped down some 
of his fence posts but hid explained 
that he thought they belonged to Mrs, 
Noggzins, so this incident niso wos 
overlooked, Mr. Wriggledown added 
that Mr, Pudbury Intended to buy 
most of his turnip crop for hls cows.

Access to some of the most beautiful scenery in the 
Thames Valley may be so scriously interfered with as to 
be practically non-existent if the nine ferries, now under 
threat of closurc by the Thames Conservancy Board, are 


allowed to disappear. 


With the diminution of horse- 
drawn: barge traffic, however, the 
ferries, belng pluced where the tow- 
path changes from side to side of the 
river, have acquired new usefulness 
as a meons of making o continuous 
riverside walk from Maldenhead to 
Henley and beyond. 


Although theoretically this is no 
concern of the Conservators, the con- 
requences of closure are such aa to 
cause alarm. ; 

THREAT TO PATHS 


It is feared, for example, that 
where no right of way can be 
established on the towpnth its en- 
closure would automutically follow 
the closure of the ferries, The path 
{g not owned by the Conservators, but 
is Jensed by them from the propric- 
torn of the riverside property over 
which it runs,‘and enclosure, there- 
fore, would exclude the public from 
the bank, 


Even where rights of way cxist, 
or where the pubHe !s normally per- 
mitted access by the Inndowner, the 
absence of ferries would ino many 
cnses render the privilege useless. 

Thus, without the White Lady 
Ferry nt Cookhum, which is used by 
thousands of ramblers every summer 
to reach the famous Clivedon Woods 
from Maldenhend, «a long detour 
would be necessary elther by way of 
Taplow or the Cookham toll-bridge.

The immediately practical: ques- 

tion concerns those persons who de- 
sire to bring thelr own lives of hope- 
Jess suffering to an end, and Involves 
the charge of suicide rather than of 
murder, though here again-our atti- 
tude is Incoherent, for while the suc- 
cessful suicide is considered fnsane, 
and thetefore irresponsible, if un- 
success(ul he is considered sane and 
Hable to punishment. 
We ull know of cases in which, at 
the outket of o fatal disease, life 
becomes} little but a lingering and 
often: ugonisingly painful death, pro- 
longed even for months with all hope 
of recovery gone. Opiates are of 
course ndministered, but with a cau- 
tion avolding excess which falls .to 
abotish pain for it is both the tradi- 
tlon und the duty of the physician to 
preserse life. 

Morvever, our improved nursing 
and tteatment prolong the period of 
sufferhg, 

Most of us have had unhappy ex- 
perlerces of this situation in- cases 
of Inéperable cancer.
